“ I remained in Washington until this Con- 
gress closed its business. When the public 
measures passed by it are fully understood 
this session of Congress will be known as the 
one which broke all records in useful legisla- 
tion.

What the Ohjections Are. 

“'The objections to these clauses,” said Mr. 
Stirtan, are that too much indefiniteness 
exists concerning the carrying out of the pro- 
visions. The Crerar Labrary has no legal 
entity and cannot take property under the 
will. It has no being now, and may possibly 
uever be endowed with life. There is no law 
to compel the executors to imcorporate and 
establish the library of which the testator 
speaks. In a general way, if it were not for 
the plain legal objections, I would judge the 
library clauses to be void for their uncertain- 
ty and by reason of the latitude given the ex- 
ecutors. I have never known of a will in 
which such extensive powers were given the 
representatives of the testator. 

Against other items of the will similar ob- 
jections will be urged. Someare absolutely 
void, owing to the incompeteney of the leg- 
atees, and others are voidable from uncer- 
tainty. Several foreign corporations are dis- 
qualined from receiving bequests by the laws 
of the States in which they are located and 
consequently would be barred by the statutes 
of Illinois. Among these might be named 
the Scotch Presbyterian Church of New York, 
to which thé sum of $25,000 is bequeathed ; the 
St. Andrew’s Society of New York, which 
comes in for $10,000. In my judgment also 
the bequest of $25,000 to the Chicago Bible 
Society is also invalid. 

„Item forty-four,’ continued Mr. Stirtan, 
„gives to the executors, Messrs. Norman 
Williams and Huntington Wolcott Jackson, 
$100,000, to be expended inthe erection of a 
statue of Abraham Lincoln. No location is 
pointed out, no details mentioned, and no 
beneficiaries are named. I think the pro- 
vision under the circumstances will be set 


aside. 
Other Objections Indicated. 

In clause twenty-five Mr. Crerar set apart 
for the Trustees of the Second Presbyterian 
Church of this city, so long as it shall preserve 
and maintain the principles of the Presby- 
terian faith, the sum of $100,000.

My step- 
father died in 1864, and my mother was again left 
a widow with her two sons, Peter and myself. My 
mother died March 28, 1873, and my brother Peter 
died in 1883, a widower, leaving nochildren. My 
mother’s name was Agnes Smeallie. She was born 
in Scotland in 1795 and the line of relationship on 
her side was clearly defined. 

My first cousins are children of my late uncles, 
James and John Smeallie, late of Fiorida and 
West Galway, State of New York. brothers of my 
mother. Through them I have second cousins and 
third cousins. These cousins, first, second, and 
third, can be readily traced; some I have seen, 
others only heard of by the hearing of the ear. 

With these explanations it remains with me to 
make a disposition of my estate. I am a bachelor 
and was born in New York City, but have been a 
citizen of Chicago since 1862. 

Mr, Crerar's Business Relations. 

Mr. Crerar’s business relations and interests 
were many. He was a member of the firm of 
Crerar, Adams & Co., director of the Pullman 
Palace Car company, of the Chicago and 
Alton railroad, the Illinois Trust and Savings 
Bank, and the Chicago and Joliet railroad. 
His name was also in the directories of the 
Chicago Aid and Relief Society, the Presby- 
terian Hospital, and the Chicago Orphan 
Asylum. He was also a member of the Com- 
mercial, Literary, and Chicago Clubs, 
Shrewd and far-seeing in business affairs, 
he was pleasant socially, and de- 
voted much time and money to charitable 
causes. After his death a memorial meeting 
filled Central Music-Hall and eulogies on the 
dead were pronounced by many citizens of 
Chicago. Pursuant to the request in the will 
the body was taken to the old home of the de- 
ceased and laid by the side of his mother in 
Greenwood Cemetery. As an evidence of the 
strength of Mr. Crerar’s affections the ap- 
pended clause from his will is offered: 

I hereby waive, as I havea right to do under 
the statutes in such case made and provided. the 
giving of bonds or security by executors and trus- 
tees. As they have been true friends in life so 
they will be when I am gone, and I trust the man- 
agement of my estate to their joint care. Itis my 
wish that my executors and trustees shall only be 
accountable for what they receive and not be 
charged with any loss unless it happen by their 
neglect or faulty attention; and I will and direct 
that they shall be paid for the execution of this 
trust reasonable fees and compensation, together 
with all costs and expenses incurred.

WHEAT WILL GO UP LIKE A ROCKET. 


Leopold Bloom Gives Figures to Show 
That It Will Reach $1.40. 

MrxxIATOTLAs, Minn., Oct. 8.—[Special.]— 
Asked as to the prevailing prices of wheat, 
Leopold Bloom of Chicago said today: 
„Wheat is low, very low. My best judgment 
tells me that good wheat—that is, good mill- 
ing wheat—will sell for $1.40 a bushel in Chi- 
cago before the crop year is over. I, estimate 
the crop east of the Rockies at 370,000,000 
bushels. . 

„We have in America 62,000,000 of people. 
Each man, woman, and child is estimated to 
require 4 bushels of wheat a year. All told 
they will require 279,000,000 bushels of wheat. 
The farmers will need 50,000,000 bushels for 
seed; 20,000,000 has already been exported, 
and 10,000,000 more may be estimated as the 
requirements of manufacturers. These sums 
amount in the aggregate to 359,000,000 bush- 
els of wheat. The supply we figured at 370,- 
000,000, so that we will have a balance of 11,- 
000,000 bushels for export. There you are in 
a nutshell. Wheat is going up, and when it 
starts it will go up so fast it will make several 
of the bears’ heads swim.” 


RUINED BY THEIR BOOKKEEPER. 


Two Women Who Run a Denver Hotel 
Made Bankrupt by a Defaulter. 

Denver, Colo., Oct. 3.—[Special.]—The 
Glenarm Hotel was taken possession of by the 
Sheriff today, ruining Mrs. G. M. Stanton and 
Miss Le Stine Connors, who opened it two 
years ago. Clerk H. C. Meckel is charged by 
the Jadies with being the cause. He has van- 
ished, and experts are trying to unravel 
his marvelous system of bookkeeping. Mrs. 
Stanton says the amount of his defalcation 
will never be known, but it must be very 
large. The hotel had over 200 guests. It was 
learned tonight that Meckel was formerly 
secretary for Millionaire Ryan of St. 
Paul and afterwards ran a saloon in Chicago, 
It is suspected that he is at the Hotel Lafayette, 
Chicago, as he often spoke of that house, and 
is now in the East ostensibly on a vacation.

The true object of the bill, as has already 
been stated in Tuz Tripuns, is to establish a 
more convenient coaling station for vessels. 

The channel of the river at ite mouth is 222 
feet wide, as is shown by the dotted lines in the 
accompanying cut. Between the pier and the

channel is a strip of shallow water fifty feet 


pier, 1,000 feet. It is proposed to dredge this 
and make it equal in depth to the present 
channel, So that instead of blocking the 
mouth of the river with vessels at the dock, it 
will rather widen the channel. 

To establish a coal-dock on the Government 
pier, which is not now in use, would enable 
vessels to take on coal at the mouth of the 
river, whereas now they must do it at some of 
the docks on the North or South Branches or 
employ a tug to tow them around the pier 

into the’ slip south of the Illinois Central 
tracks. 
The Opposition to the License. 

Mr. Hugh McMillan of the Western Transit 
company had an answer yesterday to his tele- 
gram to the Secretary of War regarding the 
leasing of the Government pier. Mr. Proctor 
said that a reasonable opportunity would be 
given for a bearing to those opposed to the 
leasing and asked how much time was re- 
quired. Mr. McMillan says that the five larg- 
est steamship lines coming into Chicago, rep- 
resenting forty-eight steamers worth nearly 
$10,000,000, are opposed to leasing the Govern- 
ment pier. 

Continuing Mr. McMillan said: 

„Our chief reason to this leasing is that it 
will be a serious menace to all vessels enter- 
ing the river in a gale. The worst storms we 
have come from the north and vessels enter- 
ing have even now at difficulty in steering 
so as to keep off Government pier. If 
the fifty feet, therefore, is to be a ed out 
and permission given to vessels to lay up at 
the pier there will be more suits in the Marine 
Court than ever before in the history of Chi- 
cago. As representing my company, I would 
sooner our vessels struck that fifty feet sand 
bar than be thrown against the pier. Now 
that is the chief objection as regards the in- 
terests I represent as agent of the Western 
Transportation company. As a citizen of 
Chicago I have other reasons: First, I am op- 
posed to leasing any Government property to 
any concern to the exclusion of all others; 
and 8 I am emphatically opposed as a 
citizen of hicago to granti the Illinois 
Central any more privileges. e petition as 
presented for my signature was for the -con- 
venience of Mr. Whitehead, and concerned 
only the ‘jog’ at the beginning of the pier.

A petition is being Circulated today to 
remonstrate against the pier being leased to 
anybody, and I feel confident, from what I 
have heard today, that it will be signed by 
representative Chicagoans.“ The following is 
the petition: 

The Hon. Redfield Proctor, Secretary of War. 
Washington, D. C.—Sir: The undersigned, ves- 
sel-owners, — and agents at the Port of 
Chicago, respect * request that you refuse to 
grant a lease of the verument pier at the south 
side of the entrance to the Chicago River to the 
Illinois Central railroad company or to any other 
corporation or persons. The pier was constructed 
for the purpose of protecting the harbor and for 
making it safe the passage of vessels in and 
out of the river. 


The leasing of the pier would give the I[linois 
Central railroad company the right to keep ves- 
sels at such pier and in soph a position as to render 
it dangerous to the v ls at the pier as well as 
to vessels entering or leaving the harbor. 

The entrance to the Chicago River is narrow 
enough without any vessels at the pier, and would 
be so contracted by using the pier for the loading 
or unloading of vessels that the channel would be 
practically blockaded. and in a northeast gale 
collisions attended by the loss of life and property 
would be inevitable. ; 

We believe the bill which authorizes you to 
lease the pier above was passed under a misap- 
prehension. 


Delay Granted by Secretary Proctor. 

Wasutneron, D. C., Oct. 3.—[Special.]—

SPECIAL LEGISLATION FOR CITIES. 

At the last session of the Legislature an at- 
tempt was made to get through a constitu- 
tional amendment to unbind what were called 
the “ironclad ”’ provisions of the organic law 
forbidding special legislation allowing cities to 
plunge into debt. It failed, but the attempt 
will be renewed probably at the approaching 
session. Before recommencing the agitation 
it would be well for those who are in favor of 
letting down the bars and authorizing cities to 
run into bonded debt as much as they please 
and for whatever purpose the tax-eating ele- 
ment choose, and to pile up the taxes till the 
power of the taxpayer to pay them is ex- 
hausted, and for those who are in favor of 
letting the Legislature pass all the special 
laws “promoters” may ask concerning 
cities, altering their charters, changing their 
boundaries, the terms of officers, special 
charters to corporations, etc., to pay some 
little attention to what happened this week in 
the State of New Jersey. The last Legislature 
of that State submitted to the popular vote a 
constitutional amendment to permit special 
legislation for cities and todo away with the 
necessity for general laws. That amendment 
has been voted down by ten to one. The 
cities for whose benefit it was designed are 
more strongly against it than the country, for 
they feel most keenly the need of being tied 
up and protected against the tricks and wiles 
of tax-eaters. In Jersey City tnere were 644 
votes for it and 7,486 against it, and the votes 
were in the same proportion all over the State. 

There would be the same kind of voting 
were a similar amendment submitted in IIli- 
nois. Chicago would give at least a hundred 
thousand majority against it. For the resi- 
dents in Illinois cities do not feel that they 
are hurt by these brass-bound provisions 
of their Constitution. On the contrary, they 
feel that they stand between them and a horde 
of thieves. They know that if it becomes 
necessary to add to their debt for a necessary 
purpose, as in the case of the Exposition, 
means can be devised to enable them to doso,

So it will not pay the plunderers and specu- 
lators to waste time on the next Legislature.

JOHN A, MACDONALD ON RECIPROCITY. 

The talk of Sir John A. Macdonald at Mont- 
real Wednesday evening suggests the story of 
the man who first formed a theory and then 
hunted round for facts with which to sustain it. 
When he found none that suited his purpose 
he had a few made to order. In the course of 
his remarks Sir John said: 

The fact is the United States covets Canada, 
now that thd country from ocean to ocean is 
spanned by the Canedian Pacific railroad and we 
are walking into the trade of Canina and Japan. 
The Americans were warned by enemies in our 
own camp not to grant us any privileges, and by 
so doing they would starve us into annexation; 
that Canadians were so sordid that if the Ameri- 
cans would hold out fora few years longer we 
would sell out our allegiance and our sovereign. 


He had no fear whatever that Canadians 
were so mean, so sordid, so tractorous, so un- 
worthy of their ancestors and their country as 
to sell their heritage for a mess of pottage or 
even for a pot of gold. 

By the term mess of pottage Sir John 
probably means free trade with this country, 
and by the pot of gold the assumption and 
payment of the Canadian debt of some 275 
millions of dollars—not a light load for five 
millions of people to carry. 

When he states it as a fact that the United 
States covets’ Canada be says something that 
cannot be proved to be true for a majority of 
our citizens or statesmen, and probably would 
hold good for but an insignificant percentage 
of either. It is quite certain that if the United 
States really “ coveted Canada it would be 
found strong enough to take that country 
without much trouble, but it does not. 
The importance of the Dominion is 
unduly magnified by Sir John. It may 
be all the world to himself, but a good 
many of his former compatriots have 
demonstrated by leaving it that they do not 
share his sentiments of affection and over- 
weening esteem, and the people of the United 
States have shown that they can get along very 
well without it, being abundantly able to take 
care of themselves with neither assistance nor 
advice from statesmen on the other side of 
the border. The alleged fact advanced by 
Sir John may be answered by another that is 
less open to dispute. Canada, with its vast 
area of territory, two-thirds of which is prac- 
tically uninhabitable, being grasped by frosts 
and snows, and half the rest not desirable for 
residence by civilized beings for climatic rea- 
sons, can never hope to occupy a high posi- 
tion as a separate nation, and not much more 
than it now is as a colony of a foreign island. 
A comparatively small portion of its area— 
perhaps less than a sixth—is capable of culti- 
vation, on account of the dangers of loss by 
frost before crops have had time to mature. 
The remaihing five-sixths are good for little be- 
sides hunting, fishing, and bragging about. Of 
the latter there is such a plenty as to justify 
the suspicion of somebody on the other side 
of the dividing line, on the well-known princi- 
ple that a business-man does not usually puff 
his horse unless when he wants to sell it. Sir 
John at present occupies the anomalous posi- 
tion of the merchant, whose store is empty, 
vowing he will “never, no, never,” part with 
his goods, and invites the quotation from 
Shakspeare, Methinks the lady doth protest 
too much.. 

Probably he and his compatriots, who so 
much extol the advantages of continuing to 
live under the British flag, will have to wait a 
long while before receiving the bid which his 
remarks invite when they are read between 
the lines. It is not the province of the greater 
to stoop to invite and beg the lesser to come 
in out of the wet.” In regard to trade he 
makes this misleading statement: 

Referring to trade relations with the United 
States, Sir John related the history of his efforts 
to obtain reciprocity [what sort?] and declared 
that he had gone as far as any self-respecting man 
or Government could go to obtain fair trade ar- 
rangements, but it was no use. The United 
States declined any negotiations for any kind of 
reciprocity [7]. 

The truth is he never offered unrestricted 
reciprocity, and the Liberal Canadian papers 
charge that fact on him every day. The men 
addressed in the United States may have de- 
clined negotiations, as alleged by Sir John, 
but if so it was not for any kind,“ but for a 
kind of reciprocity in the line of the policy 
uniformly pursued hitherto by Canada of in- 
sisting on receiving all the advantages and con- 
ceding none that are of real value to this coun- 
try. Sir John has proposed that the United 
States shall open its ports to the free admis- 
sion of all Canadian agricultural products, 
lumber, fish, and minerals, while Canada is to 
retain the right to levy as high duties on all 
our manufactures ax her Government pleases. 
It is that sort of reciprocity the absence of 
which is bewailed by the Canadian Premier, 
and he is likely to have a chance to keep on 
wailing, his grief being terminated only by 
death or en sera if he has nothing better to 


Offer. 


‘WHY FILL ANY OF THE POND? 

The greatest attraction of the World’s Fair 
will be the Art Palace.

ENGLAND AND THE M’KINLEY BILt. 


‘of Napoleon.“ This is silly talk on the part 
ofa paper which professes to bea great 


| leader of public sentiment,” and shows it mis- 


conceives utterly the friendly feelyags towards 
England existing in this country. 

Napoleon did hate England and he showed 
it by the Berlin and Milan decrees, by which 
he sought not only to close the Continent of 
Europe to all English goods but to put an 
end to commercial intercourse between per- 
fidious Albion and all the other nations of 
the earth. But the men who passed the Mo- 
Kinley bill do not hate England. They wish 
it well. They and its inhabitants are linked 
together by the sweet ties of a common Shaks- 
peare anda common version of the Bible. 
They speak the same language—a little more 


correctly on this side. 


So why does the Times look on this bill as a 
measure of hostility? Is it because it in- 
creases the duties on tin-plate and woolen 
goods, especially worsteds? It was stated in 


Congress that the objet of levying these 
| higher duties is to promote the manufacture 


in this country of the tin-plate and worsteds 
consumed here, That is one reason; another 
is to relieve the depressed and congested state 
of affairs in England and Wales. Population 
is too dense there and wages are low. Induce- 
ments are to be held out now by the McKin- 
ley bill to the workers in the Welsh tin-plate 
mills to come over here and make them where 
they will get better wages, and their departure 
will stiffen the English labor market and 
lessen the English poor rates. The spinners 
of Bradford and other English towns will 
cross the ocean to get better pay in New En- 
gland woolen factories. That will make 
places for those they leave behind them who 
are now more or less idle. The labor market 
of Great Britain thus will feel the beneficent 
effects of the mann tariff. So its ad vo- 
cates contend. 

Englishmen have enormous amounts of sur- 
plus capital and are rummaging the globe to 
find an investment for it where it will pay 
them better than a pitiful 3 per cent. The 
McKinley tariff, by permitting the establish- 
ment of a number of profitable industries in 
this country, like the new tin-plate mill at 


Baltimore, opens a new field for English cap- 


ital, which has been flowing into this country 
quite freely of late. The more of that capi- 
tal invested here the less there will be left 
in England, and that which remains there 
will produce more for its owners. So all the 
McKinley tariff does is to provide profitable 
employment for the cheap surplus labor and 
cheap surplus capital of England. Could 
there have been more kindly legislation than 
this, or a law more unlike the harsh non- 
intercourse decrees of Berlin and Milan? 
The Times has made as bad a blunder as it 
did in the Parnell business. 

But supposing friendship for England had 
not been one of the motives of those members 
who pushed the bill, does the Times presume to 
question the right of a free Nation to make its 
tariff to suit itself so long as it does not dis- 
cruminate offensively and unjustly against 
England? This country never has found fault 
with Great Britain for piling its taxes mount- 
ain high on American tobacco. It has never 
objected to the ense duties on American 
whisky. It did fot object to the old corn 
laws. It does nob see, therefore, what right 
Great Britain has to object to the duties which 
the United States may see fit to place on wor- 
steds, tin-plate, or any other article. If those 
duties make the consumer pay more for them, 
the loss falls on him and not on the foreign 
manufacturer. 

England adopted the free-trade policy de- 
liberately, believing it would help its manu- 
facturing industries and give it the lead over 
other nations. The United States did not 
remonstrate or say that kind of legislation 
was hostile to this Republic. It believed that 
was a matter each country had a right to 
settle for itself, A large party in this country 
believes a protection policy stimulates manu- 
factures and saves it from the crushing 
competition of England. It has as much 
right to maintam a protective tariff as 
England had to repeal the one it used to have 
and to exact enormous duties on American 
tobacco and highwines. 

If anybody has a right .to complain of the 
exactious of the McKinley bill it is the Amer- 
ican consumer and not the British. 


FOOLISH TALK OF GERMAN REPRISALS, 

The Berlina correspondent of the London 
Daily News says it is stated that the German 
Government contemplates reprisals if the 
United States Government should refuse to 
modify the McKinley bill. It certainly will 
refuse to do so if the German Government 
makes any threats. That is hardly the way 
to get favors from a country as large, as self- 
reliant, and as able to take care of itself as is 
this Republic. Nor can any requests from 
Germany, even though in themselves reasona- 
ble, be listened to till that country, which 
was the aggressor, has repealed its laws pro- 
hibiting on faise pretenses the importation of 
American pork. 

If a heavy duty had been placed on that ar- 
ticle not a word would have been said here. 
The right of a nation to regulate its custom- 
house affairs to suit itself is recognized fully. 
But its importation was prohibited, while 
poorer pork, the product of other countries, 
was let in without objection. Yet the United 
States did not resort to reprisals. It has put 
up with that outrageous conduct for years, for 
it did not believe an intelligent nation, so 
many of whose former citizens live in the 
United States, could persist long in such an 
unfriendly policy. But if the course of Ger- 
many had been imitated, if the United States 
had refused to let in German beet sugar, 
of which it took last year nearly six 
million dollars’ worth, on the pretext that it 
was not wholesome, the German Government 
would have been up in arms at once and de- 
nounced the allegation as slanderous and the 
act as unfriendly, The United States Govern- 
ment has been patient and long-suffering, but 
it has determined at last to assert its dignity 
and has given notice to Germany that if it 
does not let in pork which has passed a thor- 
ough Federal inspection then the United 
States will retaliate. The thing for Germany 


from there should be made bere. Gloves and 


paper can be made here or bought from other 


countries if need be. 


But can Germany do without the United 
States? What American product now import- 


ed by it would it make the subject of reprisals? 


It took last year thirty-two million dollars’ 


worth of American cotton—nearly half its | 


total imports from this country. I¢ must have 
that cotton, for it cannot find a substitute for 


it in Egypt or India, If it shutsout American 


cotton it shuts up its cotton mills. 

Germany takes from this country nine mill- 
ion dollars’ worth of petroleum products, If 
it selects that item for reprisals it will have to 
fall back on the inferior Russian article. It 
takes over two million dollars’ worth of corn. 
To bar that out would be to interfere with the 
farmers who use it to feed their swine, and 
this is the only country that can furnish good 
corn so cheaply. Four million dollars’ worth 
of strong American tobaccos are sent to Ger- 
many. That can be kept out, but the Ger- 
man revenues will suffer by it. 

But without going further into details the 


fact remains that Germany must have thirty- | 


two or more millions’ worth of American cot- 
ton while America is not dependent on Ger- 
many for a solitary necessity. A policy of re- 
prisals must end inevitably, therefore, in the 
defeat ot Germany. The business-men of 
that country understand it, and there will be 
no reprisals on account of the McKinley bill 
or anything else. Germany cannot afford 
such nonsense, which would hurt its manu- 
factures, cripple its revenues, and oppress its 
citizens. The thing for Germany to do is to 
remove that prohibition on American pork. - 


Tas mystery which the common West- 
ern folks are unable to solve and which gets 
the more mysterious the more they look at it 


is why the members of the Ways and Means 


Committee, like Gear, La Follette, Burrows, 
and McKinley, refused to use the sugar duties 
as a crowbar to pry open the closed tropical 
American markets, which, if opened, will 
consume the surpluses of Western breadstuffs 
and provisions and thereby enhance the sell- 
ing price of the whole crop. It is a mys- 
tery to the Western farmers why these mem- 
bers of the Ways and Means Committee acted 
thus after Mr. Blaine had gone before them 
and explained to them how to “kill two birds 
with one stone ”’—how to get the free sugar 
they said they wanted and at the same time to 
open markets which would consume the sur- 
plus crops of their constituents and enhance 
their market value. It is a mystery to all 
men of average intelligence why those Ways 
and Means committeemen should persist in 
throwing away those duties after the full ex- 
planation of what could be accomplished with 
them and leave the United States with noth- 
ing to trade on except a threat to reimpose 
half of the sugar tax. But these Western 
members of the committee are on the way to 
their respective homes, where their constitu- 
ents, all worked up over this mystery, will 
be glad to have them make an explanation. 
Will they be able to throw light on the mys- 
tery?

soro their contents. Another and most im- 
portant action of microbes is the production 
of poisons of deadly intensity, tending not 
only to the destruction of the infected person, 
but of themselves as well. 

These products of the disease generating 
ptomaines, seem to be the 
means of the suicidal limitation of germ life 
in certain instances—where, having gained ac- 
cess to the healthy tissuec, they flourish for a 
time, destruying as they go; but presently 
they lose their vitality, poisoned by their own 
venom, which may be sufficient in quantity 
and intensity to destroy the individual infected. 
This fortunate tendency to self-destruction of 
microbic life seems to belong to the infectious 
diseases. 

Some suppose that an essential nutritive 
principle in the system becomes completely 
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the winds until, under favoring circumstances 
they renew their wonted activity. Scattered 
on the snow of the hillside, and carried down 
with the spring freshet, miles away, they may 
be swallowed with the water by some unfortu- 
nate individual, and perhaps prove their pres- 
ence and their source by inducing in; him an 
in fectious disease of their specific kind, 

The microbes may be captured and culti- 
vated on beds of in, albumen, sugar, and 
in broth of meats, and under skillful mans 
ment be made to furnish flourishing colonies 
and specimens of the highest d of devel- 
opment.
